Hennes says he was aroused about 11 
o'clock by "the caug-chug of an auto- 
mobile." At first he did not pay any 
attention to it, hecause many automo- 
biles pass along that road. Just as 
the machine neared his place, how- 
ever, he heard loud voices as if the 
occupants of the machine were quar- 
reling. He arose from bed, drew 
aside the curtain of a window and 
looked oat. Abcat 108 feet away. 


passing in front of the house he saw 
the outlines of an automobile. The 
machine seemed to be swaying from 
side to side, its occupants -were talk- 
ing loudly, and one of them seemed 
to b» standing up in the rear seat. 
Suddenly the person ia the rear held 
the revolver at arms length and flred 
straight ahead. The machine con- 
tinued on its way and Hennes heard 
no more. He believed that nobody 
TV'aR hurt until he learned of the mur- 
der.

worfe house. The girl's letter is a 
pathetic one in the extreme. She 
knows that she will still be a. sad- 
hearted prisoner behind the sombre 
walls of the gloomy work house on 
Thanksgiving day, and appeals to her 
parents to have one of her dear sis- 
ters occupy her place at the dinner 
table on that day.
